Drakesboro^ Ky., Feb. 2.—Ten men 
are kw w qfip be dead and seventeen 
others are dossing, presumed to be 
penned up in entries by falls of slate, 
as a result of a gas explosion in the 
Browder mine, one and one-half miles 
from Drakesboro, at noon yesterday. 
At S o'clock tonight eight of :he 
bodies had ‘been recovered, , all of 
them horribly mutilated, and some 
of them past identification. Because 
of the accumula tion of gases in the 
entry where the explosion occurred, 


I <0 feet beneath the ground and 700 
feet back from the mine shaft, it was 
impossible to \>egih active rescue wor 
tin ii six hours after the disaster oc­ 
curred. 
The concussiop tossed the bodies 
distances pl mapy feet. What caused 
the ignition of the gases has not 
je t been ascerta ned. The remaining 
missing men were in entries bu; a 
few feet dstan! from the workings 
where there was the greatest known 
loss of life, and the searching parties 
have been unable to loca e these en­ 
tries. It is believed all the men en­ 
tombed there are dead.

speaker of the first house cf repre­ 
sentatives, has to day finally author­ 
ized his announcement for the dem­ 
ocratic nomina ion for governor, in a 
signed statement. Jt is definitely un- 
derstDod that his headquarters will 
be opened and campaign conducted 
from

with

headquarters in old Oklahoma Ter­ 
ritory, probably either in Lawton or 
Enid. The full text of his sta ement 
is as follows:

ernor in the primaries to be held on 
the 2nd day of next August, subject 
rn th# democratic vote In said pri­ 
mary. 


“Believing that a public officer or 
a man seeking public position has 
no private charac er, 
beyond 
that 
wh'ch he bears to his family, I here 
state for the benefit of all interested 
that I have resided all my life in 
Texas and in the Chickasaw Nation. 
having been born ‘November 21st 1869. 
near 
Collinsville, 
Grayson 
county, 
Texas; mo her died when two years 
of age and upon remarriage of my 
father was removed by him to Mon* 
tague county, Texas, in the vicinity 
of Montague town until September 
18th, 1881, when I ran away from 
home in company with two broth­ 
ers, going to Wise county, picking 
cotton four miles west of Decatur. 
•Removed to Keeter and Garvin in 
the southern part. of that county; 
engaged for a few months in picking 
cot on and choppfng cord wood, sub­ 
sequently attending school; 
worked 
upon a farm for E. W. Loper, whose 
sons live at Tishomingo, at $7.50 per 
mon;h for one crop season; worked 
on a brick yard in Greasy Bend west 
of Aurora; ran cattle on the Trinity 
river for one James Craig. Went to 
Spring own, 'Parker county, attended 
College Hill 
Institute, subsequently 
taught school at Goshen and Millsap 
in said county. Removed to Buffalo 
Leon county; thence to Cade, Na v a / 
ro county, where I taught school; 
also for some months in Limestone 
countj'. Lived a few months In Farm­ 
ersville, Collin county, and at La­ 
Grange, Ledbetter and (Round Top 
Fayette county. Returned to school 
at College (Hill Institute for one year 
later was associate editor of a state 
weekly paper, the Farmers World, 
a 
Dallas; established and edited the 
Daily and Weekly News at Corsicana, 
admitted to the bar to practice law, 
and after a short while removed to 
Fort Worth and formed a partnership 
w'th Less L. Hudson, wi h offices In 
the PoweM building; remaining there 
a j'ear and half; removed to Tisho 
mingo, where ’I have since lived. 
During this period, for gainful oc­ 
cupation, I had picked cotton, chop­ 
ped cord wood, worked 
on 
brick 
yards and by the month on the farm, 
punched 
cattle, farmed 
on 
rented 
land, attended school, acted as book 
agent, and as a drummer on the road 
edited newspapers, served as news! 
paper solicitor, newspaper reporter 
for the Fort Worth Daily Gazette, as 
school teacher, lawyer and proprie­ 
tary farmer. 


Within Oklahoma now live persons 
who knew me at these various places, 
among them Dr. J. « .

any successes or failures I may have 
made, and give these places of resi­ 
dence and the occupations I have 
followed that any citizen of Oklaho­ 
ma may investigate my past conduct 
as a toy, youth and man.

I have no financial interest other 
than farm lands and farm property. 
* I awn no newspaper ar stoek im HQy 
newspaper, periodical or journal; nor 
do I hold any mortgage on any news­ 
paper plant for money loaned, nor 
do I expec; to buy any newspaper 
either outright or editoal support 
nor do I intend to hire any person 
to work for my nomination. 
The daily press have not generally 
t carted me fairly, particularly the 
metropolitan press. They have given 
we a character foreign to my con­ 
victions, impulses or motives. Not a 
single member of this latter class 
in the state has boen as fair to me 
during 
my 
public career 
as 
the 
Morning News of Dallas, Texas. 
In due time I shall in completed 
speech discuss the questions which 
I conceive to be important and which 
will likely 
arise in the campaign 
Riving my position and the reasons 
therefor. I shall visit every coun y 
in the state with va view of giving 
those reasons to the people. 
My record upon all state questions 
is more fully known than any o her 
candidate’s, and 
certainly 
as 
fully 
known as any other person’s. As a 
member of the constitutional conven­ 
tion 
though president, I voted upon 
every question excep; during mv ab­ 
sence of one day, due to sickness; 
and as member of the first legisla­ 
ture, though speaker, was present ev- 
eiJ roll call and voted upon every 
quest on coming 'before that -body.

Washington, Feb. 2.—The cost of 
living in the United States is to be 
thoroughly inquired into by the House 
of Representatives through its most 
powerful committee—the Ways and 
Means. 
Late 
today 
Representative 
Payne, chairmtn of that committee 
and majority leader, Introduced his 
resolution providing for an investi­ 
gation along the broadest lines. 
Prior to introducing his measure 
Mr. Payne conferred with Represen­ 
tative Champ Clark, minority lead­ 
er, who hts been designated with him 
by the committee to draft the instru­ 
ment authorizing the investigation. 
The committee is to inquire into any 
alleged increase in the cost of ne­ 
cessaries of life, some of which such 
as clothing, fuel, furniture, meats 
and 
foodstuffs, 
are 
enumerated. 
Wholesale and retail prices tnd rates 
of profit are to be investigated. The 
question of whether the tariff is re­ 
sponsible for the alleged high cost 
of living is covered in a general pro­ 
vision “as to whether prices are af­ 
fected, increased or otherwise 
by 
any laws of the United States.” 
The hearings of the committee will 
be open to the public. It may sit 
anywhere in the United States and 
summon and swear witnesses. 
Resolution’s Provisions Broad. 
The resolution which will be re­ 
ferred to the Ways and Means Com 
mittee will 
doubtless 
be 
reported 
back as follows: 
'Resolved, That the Committee on 
■Ways and Means is hereby empower­ 
ed and directed -to -make a. thor-, 
ough and complete investigation into 
the cost of living In the United 
States and any alleged increase there­ 
of and the cost of the necessaries of 
life, including clothing, fuel, furni­ 
ture, meats, breadstuffs and provis­ 
ions generally and implements, the 
cost of 'production, wholesale and re­ 
tail prices thereof and the rate of 
profit to those who sell and distrib­ 
ute the same and the causes of such 
increased cost and prices, and wheth­ 
er and in what manner such cost 
and prices are affected, are Increas­ 
ed otherwise by any laws of the Unit­ 
ed States and to investigate, recom­ 
mend and report such legislation as 
will in its judgment contribute to 
restore such prices to their normal 
level; that said committee is further 
authorized to investigate and report 
during the same period the cost of 
living and of the necessaries of lire 
as aforesaid in foreign countries and 
if such cost has increased. 
“Said committee and any subcom­ 
mittee therof shall have power to sit 
in Washington or elsewhere in the 
baited States during the sessions of 
the House or otherwise, to subpena 
and examine witnesses under oath, 
to administer oaths to witnesses, to 
employ expels and such other as­ 
sistants, including counsel, 
as 
it 
shall deem necessary, and to send 
for records, papers aud all other 
evidence that may be necessary to 
make the investigation full and com­ 
plete. 
“All the costs and expenses of such 
(investigation, 
including 
all 
neces­ 
sary printing, shall be paid from the 
contingent fund of the house of rep­ 
resentatives. 
“The hearing of the committee shall 
be open to the public and the commit­ 
tee is directed to include In its re­ 
port the evidence taken.”

Want an Explanttion of tb« Increases 


To Probe the Alleged Meat 


Trust. 


'Washington Feb 2—The cost of 


living in the United States is to be 
thoi oughly inquired into 'by the (House 
of Representatives through Its most 
powerful committee—the Ways and 
Means 
Late 
today 
Representative 


'Payne chalrmtn of that committee 
and majority leader, Introduced his 
resolution providing for an investi- 
gation along the broadest lines 


Piior to Introducing his measure 


Mr Payne conferred with Represen- 
tative Champ Clark, minority lead- 
er, who hts been designated with him 
by the committee to draft the instru- 
ment authorizing the investigation 
The committee is to inquire into any 
alleged Increase In the cost of ne- 
cessaries of life, some of which such 
as clothing 
fuel, 
furniture, meats 


and 
foodstuffs, 
are 
enumerated 


Wholesale and retail prices tnd rates 
of profit are to be investigated The 
question of whether the tariff is re- 
sponsible for the alleged high cost 
of living is covered in a general pro- 
vision "as to whether prices are af- 
fected, Increased or otherwise by 
any laws of the United States" 


The hearings of the committee wil 


be open to the public It may alt 
anywhere in the United States and 
summon and swear witnesses 


Resolution's Provisions Broad. 


The resolution which will be re- 


ferred to the Ways and (Means Com- 
mittee wll] doubtless be 
reported 


back as follows 
_ "Ttesolved, That the Committee on 
Ways and Means is hereby empower- 


ough and complete investigation into 
the cost of living in the United 
Slates and any alleged increase there- 
of and the cost of the necessaries of 
life, including clothing 
fuel, 
furni- 


ture, meats, breadstuff's and provis- 
ions generally and Implements, the 
cost of production, wholesale and re- 
tail prices thereof and the rate ot 
profit to those who sell and distrib- 
ute the same and the causes of such 
Increased cost and prices and wheth- 


and in what manner such cost 


and prices a/e^-a^fected^ axe, increas- 
ed otherwise toy any laws of the Unit- 
ed States and to investigate, recom- 
mend and report such legislation as 
will in its judgment contribute to 
restore such prices to their normal 
level, that said committee is further 
authorized to Investigate and report 
during the same period the cost of 
living and of the necessaries of life 
as aforesaid in foreign •countries and 
If such cost has Increased 


'Said committee and any subcom- 


mittee theiot shall have power to sR 


Washington or elsewhere in the 


United States during the sessions of 
the House or otherwise to subpena 
and examine witnesses under oath,

Mr Payne conferred with Represen- 
tative Champ Clark, minority lead- 
er, who hts been designated with him 
by the committee to draft the instru- 
ment authorizing the investigation 
The committee is to inquire into any 
alleged Increase In the cost of ne- 
cessaries of life, some of which such 
as clothing fuel, 
furniture, meats

Wholesale and retail prices tnd rates 
of profit are to be investigated The 
question of whether the tariff is re- 
sponsible for the alleged high cosl 
of living is covered in a general pro-

The hearings of the committee wil 


be open to the public It may al 
anywhere in the United States and
